G ’day, Arnie. What 
got you so pumped 
about returning to 
the Terminatorseries? 

I got excited as soon as I read 
the first draft of the script, 
which was way before anyone 
was yet hired. And I was very 
happy about the fact that they 
paid a lot of attention to the 
storyline and the characters. 
To me, this was the most 
important factor in why 
I wanted to be a part of 
Terminator Genisys. Also, 
who they wanted to hire to 
play the other characters: 
they really went after great 
actors, great performers. 

You and Emilia Clarke from 
Game of Thrones look like 
you really hit it off! 

I rememberwhen wedid the 
first table read. Emilia was 
sitting next to me and for the 
first five minutes we didn’t 
talk about the script, we only 
talked about clothes and 
shops we liked. It was funny. 
But then we got going with 
the reading and got into it. 

And it read so well. I mean, 
like within two and half Or- 
th ree hours we read through 
the entire script, and people 
laughed at the right places, 
and it was very intense in 
other places and so on. 

It was really terrific. 

How do you think your 
co-stars, Including Aussles 
Jason Clarke and Jal 
Courtney, did with all 
the action scenes? 

Amazing, because they really 
got into it. We had great stunt 
people there that mapped out 
the fight scenes well, but the 
key thing is again to be into it, 
to be inside thefight. I think 
what was so appealing about 
working with this cast is their 
commitment. I talked to Alan 
Taylor, our director, and said. 
“Have you ever thought, 
we’ve been shooting now 
for at least three months, 
and not one actor has ever 
CO m p I a i n e d t h at they ’re so re. 


or they’re injured, or they’re 
tired, or they can’t do this and 
that?” It really just says a lot 
for you guys. 

Yeah, we breed ’em tough 
down here. Was It strange at 
all coming back to this role? 

No, it’s like riding a bicycle 
— you fall right back into it. 

I rememberwhen I read 
the script and started 
practising the lines, I started 
talking like a machine again. 

It was kind of like you slip into 
that character, and the only 
thing you have to be careful 
about is do you play the 
Terminator, or do you play the 
Protector, or do you play the 
Protector and therefore 
you’re also the Terminator 
because you protect? Like 
in this case I protect Sarah 
Connor, but anything that 
is coming close to her, or is 
threatening her, ! terminate. 


Did you revisit the previous 
Term/natorf llms before you 
began working on this one? 

Yeah, I did. I thinkfortheother 
actors, they had a little more 
freedom to interpret their 
characters. They weren’t 
[ locked into performances by 
previous actors, because the 
timelines and situations for 
their characters here are 
different ... I didn’t play a 
different Terminator or 
anything like that. 


Why do you think the 
Terminator character 
Is so popular with 
so many people? 

What some people have said 
to me about why they enjoyed 
the Terminator character is 
because he is a machine. He 
looks likea human being but 
he’s a machine, and therefore 
he’s indestructible. And so 
people like that because 
everyone wants to be like that. 
And then they feel like there’s 
really no limit to what power 
he has. That he can destroy 
anything in front of him, 
eliminate anything in the way. 
But... at the same time you 
don’t have to be responsible 
for anything because you’re 
a machine. For instance, in the 
first Terminator I destroy an 
entire police station. Normally 
people would say that’s not 
a good example or very 
inspirational or something like 
that. But even when we had 
a special screening for the 
police force, the officers were 
cheering when I was wiping 
out the police station. Why? 
Because it was not a human 
being doing it, it was a 
machine. The way Jim 
Cameron wrote it, and 
the way he filmed it was 
the character, even though 
he was a villain in the first, 
became heroic. And so I think 
that’s what people enjoy; that 
he can be this kind of evil, but 
at the same time be a good 
person, or be a good machine.

The yacht 
Mignonette leaves Southampton, 
England, bound for Sydney, only to 
sink after a fierce storm. The four 
crewmembers survive three weeks 
in a dinghy and eventually decide 
the weakest member of the crew 
would have to be tucker. Turns out 
the unlucky one was the 17-year-old 
cabin boy... named Richard Parker. 


Inthelatel930s, Mildred 
Hannebaum was the obituary 
writer for the Alton Evening 
Telegraph in Illinois, USA. She 
averaged writing about 10 
obituaries a week. But when 
she decided to take a break 
from her job, treating herself to a 
fortnight’s holiday, the Grim Reaper 
alsotooka vacationand nota 
single Alton person died over the 
next 14 days!

In March 2002, oneof a pair 
of 70-year-old twin Finns 
was riding his bike along the 
highway in Raahe, 600km 
north of Helsinki, when — 
blam! — he was hit by a lorry 
and killed. Just two hours 
later, and only 1.5km away, his 
brother was crossing the very 
same road on his bike when 
— blam-again! — he was hit 
and killed by a different truck. 


Police officer Marja-Leena 
Huhtala said it wasn’t likely 
the second twin knew of the 
death of the first. “It made 
my hair stand on end when I 
heard the two were brothers, 
and identical twins atthat,” 
she said, presumably after - 
cleaning the poo out of her 
police pants.
